CHAPTER I. 


Brief History of Tonk, 

The Tonk State is situated partly in Rajputana and partly in Central 
India and consists of six Parganas that are separated from each other by 
distances varying from 20 to 250 miles. The Rajputana Parganas are Tonk, 
Aligarh and Nimbahera, and those in Central India are Chhabra, Sironj 
and Pirawa. Tha State has an area of 2,579 square miles and a population 
of 2 , 87 , 898 . 


The founder of the State was Nawab Amir Khan, a Pathan or Afghan 
of the Buner iribe known as Salarzai. Early in the 1 7th century, one 
Taleh Khan . left his home in the Buner country and took service in Rohil- 
khand with Ali Mohammad Khan,a Rohilla of distinction. His son, Hayat 
Khan, acquired some land in the IVIoradabad district and Was the father of 
Amir Khan. The latter was born in 1758, and when 20 year of age, left 
his home to carve out, a career for himself. He first offered his services to 
De JBoigne who was recruiting for Siudhta’s Army, but De Boigne con- 
sidered that he was too young and inexperienced, and deelined'to enlist 
him. For the next ten years he served as a mercenary leader whenever 
he could find lucrative employment, and in 1798, he was advanced to the 
command of a large army in the service of Jaswant Rao Holkar. He 
fought with distinction in the. campaign against Sindhia and the British, 
and he took no small part in levying the indemnities imposed on Rajputana 
and Malwa. Holkar appreciated his fighting qualities and in order to have 
his services pel manenty at his command, he agreed to share all conquered 
territory with him. Sironj was accordingly made over to Amir Khan by 
Holkar in 1798; and Tonk and Pirawa fell to his share in 1806, Nimbahera 
was added to his territory in 1809, and Chhabra in 1816. On the entrance 
of the British into Malwa Amir Khan made oveitures to them, but the 
conditions he proposed were considered to be extravagant and were 
rejected. The British, however, offer guarantee him all the lands he 
had been granted by Holkar on condition that he abandoned the predatory 
system he had adopted, disbanded his army and surrendered his artillery, 
with the exception of 10 guns, to the British at a valuation. Amir Khan 
agreed to these proposals, and they were, embodied in a treaty in 1817. 
To the territories thus guaranteed, i. e. the five Parganas already mention- 
ed, the fort and Pargana of Rampura, now known as Aligarh, were 
added by the British Government and a sum of three lakhs was also given 
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to him to enable him to finance his State. He administered the State till 
lii2 death in 1834. when he was succeeded by his son Wazir Mohammad 
Khanrthe latter did much to consolidate the State, and during the mutiny 
he distinguished himself by^ bolding the Tonic Port with a small garrison 
against the combined forces of the Nawab of Banda and Tantia Topi. In 
acknowledgement of his services, his salute was raised from 15 to 17 guns, 
and he received a sanad guaranteeing the succession of his family according 
to Mohammadan Law, in the event of failure of natural heirs. He died in 
1864, and was succeeded by his son Mohammad Ali Khan, who proved such 
an unsatisfactory ruler that he was deposed by the British GoveJnment in 
1867, and was exiled to Benares, where he died in 1S95. His son Hafiz 
Mohammad Ibrahim Ali Khan succeeded him in 1867, and is still ruler of 
the State. During His Highness’ reign many leforms have been introduced 
and the Government of India have shown their appreciation of His High- 
ness’ merit by making him a Grand Companion of the Star of India and of 
the Indian Empire, His Highness’ full title is Amin-ud Doula Wazir-ul-Mulk 
Nawab Sir Hafiz Mohammad Ibrahim Ali Khan ifhadur .Sow]at vr Jung

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CHAPTER. It 


Report of the Staicy Council. 

The State Council continued to exercise the functions of an executive 
body during the year. Questions relating to boundary disputes, surrender 
of criminals, political and other administrative matteis were referred to it. 
The Members continued to attend the Palace twice a week when His High- 
ness heard all matters submitted by the Council and by individual Members. 

Sessiojis Cases. 

' ’> The Council as the Sessions Court of the State had 19 cases to dispose of 
during the year under report. Out of these 11 cases involving 14 crimiuals 
ended in convictiotyin 5 cases 17 accused persons were acquitted^lcaving 3 
cases., involving 7 criminals pending at the close of the year. 

Criminal Appeals. 

The Council heard 2nd Appeals (Criminal) filed against the decisions 
of the Judicial Member and Lower Courts, as well as Sessions cases sent up 
. by the. Judicial Member. 

There were -45 2nd appeals with one outstanding case of the last year. 42 
appeals were disposed of with the following results: - 

Judgments were upheld in 20 cases; modified in S; quashed in 12; further 
inquiry was ordered in 1/leaving 3 casespending at the close of the year. 

Civil Appeals. 

The number of 2nd appeals ( Civil ) including the balance of the past 
year was 69; out of these 60 cases were disposed of with the following re- 
sults:- Decisions of the LoAver Courts were upheld in 37 cases; set aside .in 
10; modified in 4: cases referred back to Courts for further inquiry were 6; 
and those settled by compromise 3; leaving 9 cases pending at the close of 
the year.

No new Laws Avere enforced in the State or passed during the year.

He 
was aged 50 years and has left sons and daughters. 


Sahibzada Mohammad Saadat Ali Khan is now His Highness’ eldest 
living son who is married to a daughter of his paternal uncle, Khan I&iadur 
Viqar-Ul-Mulkj Sahibzada Mohd Ishaque Khan, Home Member. Under orders

The Mohammad Law Courts in Tonk and the Parganas had- 128 cases 
pending from the last year, and 3515 fresh cases instituted during the year,' 
or '479 cases in all to decide. Out of these 356 cases-mostly concernin g waqf 
gifts, dower- money, divorce and inheritance^ were disposed of, leaving 123 
cas'es at the close of the year. 


294 , Fat was were furnished by the learned Muftis, and 32 Istiftas , or 
references, remained unanswered at the close of the year. 
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4. (a) Madrasa- i. Amiriya. 

This is a Theological School which imparts free religious education. 

During the year under report the number of students on the rolls was 
45 against 38 of the last year; scliUrskips awarded to pool” students amodnt- 
ed to Rs 496; and the total expenditure was Rs 1,47 S. 

(,b) Malba Schools. 

27 Malba or Auqaf schools continued to impart free Pri inary education 
to 455 students of Tonk and the Parganas. The total expenditure incur- 
red on account of these Schools was the same as in the past year-Rs 3,498/— 

5. Walicrkril Rajpulra Ilitkarni Sabha. 


This Sabha exists for the good of the Rajputs and its aims and objects-' 
are well known. The local branch has been doing useful work for' bringing 
about social reform amongst the Raj’puts. 32 marriages and II deaths- 
occurred among Rajputs of this State during the year. The meetings of 
the Central Sabha held at Ajmer are regularly attended by the Naib Nazim 
of Tonk and Tbakur Chandar Singh, the Jagirdar of Kareria village, as- 
^epresentatives of this State. 

The Central Sabha has recently resolved to hold in future triennial ins- 
tead of annual meetings at Ajmer.

F. was Hs. 6,04,0S6/5/2, out of which Rs. 4,72,402/11/4 were paid (Principal 
Rs 4,09,(583/9; Remissions, Rs. 47,849/12/10; dismissed as time-barred ,[Rs. 
14,869/5/6 ) leaving a balance of Rs. 1^31,683/9/10 to be paid at the close of 
the quinquennium.

22 New cases were instituted during the year. Pending cases at the close 
of the last year were 25. Thus 47 cases involving Rs. 5,873/4/3 were to be 
disposed of during the year. 23 cases involving Rs. ^666/6/ were decided, 
leaving 24 cases involving Rs. 2,206(14/3 pending at the close of the year. 

4. Summary Cases. 

There were altogether 254. cases^relating to the wards, new cases 160; 
balance of the last year 94-to be disposed of. Out of these 180 cases involv- 
ing Rs. 4 6,253/5/ L were disposed]of, leaving 74 cases involving Rs. 47,132/8/9 
at the close of the year.

Finaticial Member’s Report. 

Najmud-Daula Sahibzada Mobd Abdul Wahab Khau continued to hold 
charge of the Financial, Public works and Military Departments; Forests- 
in the Tonk Pargana, and the State Mint. 

The total receipts of the revenue realized during the year under report 
amounted to Bs. 22,64, 776/- against Rs. 23,91,891/- for the previous year; 
showing a decrease of Bs. 1,27,115/- in actual collections. Compared with the' 
figures of the budget; estimate for the year under report the decrease' 
amounted to Rs. 79,504/- 

The total expenditure during the year amounted to Rs 26,04,492/against 
the budget estimate of Bs. 26,06,843/ and against Rs. 23,94,63 5/ expended 
last year.

The strength of the State Porces continued to be the same as in the last 
year. It was 1845 as detailed in Appendix III. The Husaini Battallion 
was armed, usual, with 773 Muzzle loading guns and 12 swords. The cavalry 
and infantry bear their own arms which are unserviceable and of obsolescent 
pattern. The Sepoys are mainly employed on watch and ward duties in th e 
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Capital and the Parganas. and continued to be trained and drilled by Sube- 
dar Noor Khan of the 42nd Deoli Regiment who died last year. 

Sahibzada Abdul Tawab Khan, General o£ the State Forces f 'continued 
to manage the Department satisfactorily. 

Mr. S. Franco continued to train the State Band with zeal and success. 

The expenditure incurred by the Military Department during the year 
'amounted to Rs. 2,65,461/4/10 against Ks. 2,69,901/12/11,

The Tonk Perganal forest lands with an area of 1^385 bighas and 5 
biswas, continued to be managed by Mr. Abdul Khaliq Khan. " — ’ 1 *.

Original Criminal Courts . 


2015 criminal cases were instituded in the Criminal Courts during 
the, year against 2,1 05 for the year previous. The number of persons arres- 
ted including the Glance of the previous year was ^269. The number of per- 
sons arrested in the year under report was 4,358, a decrease of 89 persons. 
Vide statement VIII. The state Criminal Courts worked satisfactorily. 

Civil Courts . 

The total number o' Civil cases for disposal during the yenr was ^425 as 
compared with 2,3 S 5 for the previous year. 2^067 cases were disposed of during 
-the ye&r against 2,-03 for the previous year leaving 358 cases pending at tlie 
close of the year under report. The value of suits filed was Bs 1,71,951/10/9, 
Jhe Civil Judges worked satisfactorily. 

Appelate Court , * 

( Criminal Appelate side. ) 


322 Criminal appeals were filed during the year as compared with 308, 
the previous year. 220 were disposed of with the following results; Judg- 
ments of the lower courts were confirmed in 102, modified in 20, and rever- 
sed in Gu cases, 32 cases were referred back, and four were sent for further 
enquiry, leaving 102 appeals pending at the close of the year. Progress in 
disposing of criminal appealsjwas satisfactory. 

( Civil Appelate Side . ) 

The number of Civil appeals for disposal including the balance of tlie 
previous year was 503, as compared with 424, during the previous year. 
During the year under report decrees of the lower Courts were confiimed 
in 97, reversed in 49 and modified in 6 cases. 1G ca?es were sent back for fur- 
ther enquiry, and 24 were deposed of otherwise, leaving 311 pending at the 
end of the year. The value of suits in which Appeals were filed during the 
year was Bs2 1.243/1 1/3, as compared with Bs32 5 9 1 5/2/3 during the previous, 
year. 

Registration. x 

51 G documents were regitered during the year under report as compared 
with 4S8, during the previous year. [Registration fees amounted to Bsl,423 / 
15/- of which Bs 1,05 i/G/ were deposited in the State Treasury as iucome. 

Postal Arrangements. 

The Imperial mails continued to be carried between Tonk and Newai in 
the State Motor Lorry and the State supplied escorts within it limits. The 
arrangements were satisfactory.

The health of the prisoners, generally, was gocd. One prisoner died in 
the Central Jail. Their Highnesses Fii'dous Zamani Begum Saheba^ 
Hhalilul-vZamani Begum Saheba, and Jamilul-Zamani Begum Saheba,aud 
others generously sent food on several occasions for the convicts in the 
Tonic Gentral Jail. 1 he Jail industries are working satistactorily, and Jail 
products continue to command a ready sale in the market. 

The cash balance in hand in the Centran Jail at Tonk on the 3lst October 1 
’ 1926 was Rs. 2,834/12/3. The sale proceeds of the Jail manufactures during 
the. year under report, amounted to Bs. 15i,904/lt/6j thus swelling the total 
to Rs. 18, 739/7/9. Of this sum Bs. 12,502/10/3; including Bs. 3,000/ paid into 
the State Treasury as net income w’ere spent on Jail Industries in Tonk 
during the yearjeaving a cash balance of Rs. 6,230/13/6, and also material 
of the value of Rs. 911/8/ at the end of the year. A sum of Bs 1,147/7/6 on 
account of Jail manufactures remains to be l’ecove red from some of the 
purchasers. Another sum of Bs. ^682/10/6 is still recoverable from Messers 
Finlinson of London, of this sum Rs. 3Sl/3/- were deposited with Messers 
f Thomas Cook and Sons Agents, Bombay. This latter sum has been received. 

A shop was opened in the city in March 1927 for sale of Jail manufac- 
tures, in which goods to the value of Bs 3,79 6/5”/- were sold during the 
.period.

— M. Noorul Hasan B. A., B. T., continued to be Head 
Master of the Darbar High School and Branch Schools. He is directly 
under tlie Judicial Member. During the year the Pergana Schools were 
transferred to the charge of Sahibzada Abdul Basit Khan, Assistant to the 
Judicial Member. 

Staff . — Syed Hamid'Husain.B- A., L. L. B., 2nd. Master and Karamat 
Husain, 8th Master, were re-instated 'during the year. M, Sabir Ali a 
e'erh in the Financial Department was appointed Sarishtedar. The staff 
teaches languages / Mathematics, History aud Theology upto the 10th class 
and Geography upto the 8th. class,and is adequate and efficient. There 
is no staff to teach Scinee, Drawing, Geography etc. 

Unrjsrsity Examinations . — Tlie failures in the Matric Examination held 
in 1925 were not readmitted. A. fresh batch Si 3 students was sent up for 
the 1927 examination. Two of them passed in the 2nd. Division. 

Home Examination. — There was an improvement in the standard as 
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compared with that of tbpjast.ye'f.r.' The results of the Annual Examina- 
tions of classes were fair, except those of the Amirganj Branch School. .In 
the High School 18*! boys look their examination and' 92 passed. In the 
Amirganj Branch School 15 out of 6) passed, and in the Tonk Branch School 
15 out of 4o.

13. During the year under report the State joined the Plant Institute 
at Indore for 5 years in the first instance on the 1st April 1927 on a yearly 
contribution of Rs 2,000/- per annum and arrangements for the opening of 
an agricultural Farm in the State were made. His Highness was pleased to 
sanction as an experimental Farm in the village of Sankna-and its Hamlets 
for a period of ten years in the first instance under the direct control of the 
Revenue Member.

The work of the Farm has started well under satisfactory conditions and 

although in its infancy has commenced to show results. : • 

! For' the purposes of agricultural experiments 125- Bighas of land-, were 



freshly broken ajid experiments Lave been made in .America — Cawnpore 
Cotton, Puai 4 wheat, Potatoes, peas and a new system of making compost. 
Ransoms Monsoon plough and the middle Buster plough have been intro- 
duced into the State. The former has proved a success and is obtaining a 
demand from cultivators. 

The experiment in American Cawnpore cotton Was satiafactory and 
arrangements are being made lor this cotton to be grown extensively in 
Saukna next year. 

The method of preparing compost as advised by the plant. Institute Indorei i 
is gaining ground; but until the cultivators see the result themselves of 
husbanding their manure supply and gain confidence in the new method very, 
little headjivay can be made. A number of cuQuvators however in Sankua 
village itself has started the system on their own and with very little pro- 
paganda it will spread. 

The aims of the experimental Farm are to better the existing implements' 
and methods of cultivation rather than introducing new and expensive ma- 
chinery. 

Next year experiments will be carried out in sugarcane," cotton and 
fodder crops. Cattle breeding will be started on a small scale. 

The Revenue Member would take this opportunity of thanking Mr. A. 
Howard M. A. and Mr. J. W., Jenkins M. A.,B. Sc., of the Plant Institute 
Indore for the great assistance they have given. It is hoped that the State 
will continue to profit by the advice given by the Director of Plant Institut 6 
Indore and I would strongly advise that no major experiment be carried out 
in the State without his advice.

4,3Sf)/l/0 over the budgeted amount while the figures of actual charges 
including the expenditure on Basoda road amounted to Ps. 61,354/8/4 as 
against Rs. 47,512/15/10 { b st year ) giving a balance on budgetted expen- 
diture of Ps. 2,3G5i'll/3. Owing to a deficit in the Abkari Budget the 
Committee received Rs. 4,512/11/0 less this year as a grant in aid, this was 
an unforeseen misfortune owing to the baldness of the year. However,the 
increase of the Budget estimate of Ps. 4,SS5/l/ and the saving on the Budget 
expsnditureof Rs. ^365/11/* total Ps. £250/12/8 was set aside to help the 
final expenditure 011 the Basoda road. The increase in expenditure of Ps. 
13,831 /S/6 as compared with the last year is due to the making of the Basoda 
road arid the Tonk river road which owing to unusual floods was badly 
damaged. 


In the year under report 10 metalled roads aud some Jhekra roads Were 
repaired in SadaV and Pargnnas The lighting and sanitary arrangements 
were maietained satisfactorily aud increased . Thei’e were no epidemics in the 
city. The slaughter houses weretlfroughly repaired and the floors repitched. 
Their roofs were placed on the bazafr booths and trees were planted on. 
cither side of the main Bazar. The new bathing Ghauts on Aliganj Tank 
were completed and if money is available further impVovements will be 
continued on this tank next year.

M. Yusuf Ali Khan took his place. 

' There were a few temporary changes among the Circle Inspectors during 
the year. M. Waliulla Khan proceeded on privelege leave and was relieved 
by S. I. Euayatul Rehman'Khan. M. Ayub Ali was sent to Pirawa from 
Tonk to relieve M. Yusufali Khan who fell sick. M. Abdul Hadi of Chhabra 
had to be transferred under the orders of His Highness as some trouble 
arose between himself and the Nazim over the Kanjars. 

. I consider the readjustment of Superintendent's charges necessary, as at 
present the work is very unevenly divided. In Range I there are 10 police 
stations; Jlange III has 17 police stations. Pirawaf has 5 police stations and 
Nimbahera has 7 police stations. 



Itahgc III is fcr too univieldj - , the country difficult to traverse, with the 
result that supervision of heinous crime and inspection of police stations by 
Superintendent is altogether superficial. If the Chhabra Parganah is taken 
away from Sironj and added to Pirawa, it ■will make the work of the 
Superintendents more equal. The headquarter of the latter charge could 
then be changed to Chhabra and the present Circle Inspector’s headqarters 
transferred from Chhabra to Pirawa. These changes will not involve any 
extra expense and should tend to better supervision over the work of Sub- 
inspectors. 1 am putting up a request to His Highness to sanction the 
above proposal. 

{ 2 ) My proposal regarding a Lines School had to he held in abeyance 
owing to His Highness’s being unable to sanction my budget in’full. 

Conditions of the, Year. 

The Conditions during the first part of the year 1927 were favourable^ 
“both crops gave great promise, but owing to heavy unseasonable rains wide 
spread damage was caused to the crops; the cotton corps sufferred most. 

Political Events', 

The State was free from labour agitations or communal disturbances 
during the year. There was no Political agitatiou also during the year. 

Crime. 


There has been an increase of crime by 207 during the yearnnder report. 
3,367 cases were reported as against 1,360 in the preceding year; the main' 
increase being in burglary and theft cases. 

There were 189 cases pending from last year. The Police had therefore, 
to deal with 1,756 cases against 1 } 522 in the preceding year. 

Of 1,756 cases dealt with 1613 were investigated while in 143 cases 
investigation was refused. Of the cases investigated 813 were challaned 502 
remained untraced, 178 expunged, and 120 remained under investigation at 
the close of the year. 

Of the cases challaned 590 were convicted, 93 acquitted, 6 were made 
ever to other States. 7 C. S. A. were expunged, 42 were dealt "with under 
section 512 C. P. C. and 75 were pending enquiry in the court at the close of 
the year. 

The general results of police work may he regarded as satisfactory more 
specially as many of the investigating officers have had no training in inves- 
tigation work. The refusal of investigations in a great majority of cases was 
in deference to the complainant^ own wishes and was seldom due to any 
definite refusal by the police to make the enquiry. 

Conviction of Persons. 

Ip26 persons were arrested for the above crimes'. Of these 1,413 wero 
challaned, 93 released by the police and 20 remained pending investigation 
at the close of the year. 



Ox the persons challaned 1,030 were Convicted, 198 were acquitted 9 
' made over to other states, 27 are under arrest, in other states, 4 died after 
challan, 1 escajxed from Judicial Lock up and 144 were pending trial at the 
end of the year. The percentage of persons arrested to challaned is 93% 
against 87% in last year. The percentage of .challaned to convicted is 73% 
against 72% last year-. The precentage of persons convicted to challaned is 
as high if not higher than obtained in many provides in British India and 
this speaks well for the force taking into consideration the materil we have 
in the prosecuting line. 

. Recoveries. 

Property worth Bs 83,971/0/3 was stolen during the year under report 
against property worth Bs 63,125/0/2 in the preceding year. The value 
of property recovered amounted to Bs 41,979-15-3 against Bs 37,126-4-1 last 
year. The percentage of recoveries this year being Bs- 49-15-11 against Bs 
58-13-1 last year.' The recoveries are up to standard z'e. Bs 50% now being 
demanded from the police. The public is still some^jwhat chary of recog- 
nizing police efforts in this respect, though more generous acknowledgement 
would .prove a stimulus to greater efforts- as things- stand the public 
■expect the police to work out every cases and recover all stolen property. 


Preventive Actions. 

15 cases against 19 cases in last year were instituted under preventive 
sections. No case was instituted under section 110 C. P. C. this year. The 
'preventive sections were anything but generously used, not a single prose- 
cution under section 110 C. P. C. was instituted. This does not speak well 
'for the supervising officers aud show that they do not give tins important 
’ matters sufficient attention. 

Details of Crime'. 

Murder — One case only was reported in perganah Tonk as against 4 in 
the last year. 6 cases were pending from the preceding year. The police 
! therefore had to deal with 7 cases. All were investigated. 4 of those were 
■ challaned, 2 remained untraced and 1 remained pending enquiry by the 
police at the end of the year. Of the cases challaned 2 ended in conviction, 
1 acquitted, 1 remained pending trial at the close of the year. 

8 arrests were made in the above cases and were sent up to court 3 were 
convicted, 1 acquitted, and. 4 were pending trial in the court. 

Attempted Murder. ' 

One case occurred during the year under report against 2 last year. One 
• case .was pending from last year.. The police had to handle 2 cases of the 
< nature. Both the cases were investigate^ and challaned; one ended in con- 
1 fiction and the other remained pending trial in the court 



3 persons were arrested and challaned. One received conviction, 1 acquit- 
ted and 1 -was awaiting trial at the close of the year. 

Ctilpaple Iiamocidc. 

One case was reported during the year under review as against 3 in last 
year. 2 were pending from last year. The police therefore had to dispose 
of 3 cases. All the three cases were investigated and challaned. 1 was con- 
victed and 2 were pending enquiry in the court at the end of the year. 

3 arrests were made and challaned. Of those 1 received conviction and 
2 were awaiting trial at the close of the year. 

Dakaity. 

15 cases were reported during the year as against 20 in the last year. 
IS cases were pending from last year. The police therefore had 33 cases 
to dispose of. All of those were investigated. 11 were challaned,!! remained 
untraced, 1 was expunged and 10 remaind pending investigation by the 
police. Of the cases challaned, 5 were convicted and action under section 
512 C. P. C. was taken in 2 cases and 4 remained pending enquiry in the 
court at the end of the year, 

50 persons were arrested for the offences (40 in Tonk and 10 in other 
/Spates) All of them were challaned, 19 were convicted, 1 acquitted, 20 remai- 
ned pending enquiry before court and 10 were under arrest in other States. 

I regret to remark that Superintendents do not supervise the investiga- 
tions of these cases as closely as they should. They very frequently fail to 
visit the scene of occurrence and after the first few days of the investigation, 
allow long periods to elapBe without submitting reports. Investigations 
in very many cases have also been allowed to dragoon, for over a year with- 
out any apparent reason. This is the cause of so many cases remaining 
under investigation at the close of the year. 

Robbery. 

25 cases were reported during the year as against 20 in last year. 1 case 
only was pending from last year. The police therCfore disposed of 26 cases.' 
7 cases were chalPaned, 14 remained untraced, 4 expunged and 1 remained 
pending in the police. 

The cases challaned were convicted. 

15 persons were arrested. Of those 13 were challaned and 2 were released 
by the police. Of those challaned 12 received conviction and 1 was acquitted. 

Cattle Robbery. 

G cases were reported during the year as against 3 in the last year. 1 case 
remained over from last year. The Police therefore’ dealt with 7 cases, 3 were 
sent up with ChS. A., 3 remained untraced and 1 remained pending inves 
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ligation,’ Of 1 the cases challaned 2 ended in conviction and acti'oii under •. 
section 512 C. P. C. was taken. in 2 cases. . , 

5 persons were arrested and cliallaned. Of tliose 4 received fcbnvicti on 
and 1 was arrested in other States.

Of the cases chal- 
landd 2 were convicted, 1 acquitted and 1 remained pending enquiry before 
court at the end of the year. 9 persons were arrested and challaned 4 received 
fcohviction, 5 acquitted and 2 remained awaiting trial at-the. close of theyear:

It was’ 
challaned and both the accused were convicted!

430 cases were reported during tlie year agaiust 336 last year. 25 casei 
.were pending from last year. The police therefore had to deal with 455 
cases. Of 455 cases 393 were investigated aud G2 were not enquired iuto. 
Of the cases investigated 105 were sent up with C. S: A; 2 27 remained uuti - - 
aced, 25 expunged and oG, remained pending investigation "with the police. 
Of the cases ehallaned 89 ended in conviction, 5 acquitted, 1 compounded, 1 
expunged, action under section 512 C. P. C. was taken in 3 cases and 6 
remained pending in court. 

216 persons were arrested. Of those 208 were ehallaned, 2 were pending 
investigation and G were released by the police. Of those ehallaned 185 
received conviction, 13 acquitted and G remained awaiting trial at the end 
of the year and 4 were under arrest in othe'r#tates'. 

The returns do not show' how many of these cafees were the work of 
professionals- what is required to improve investigations of this class of 
crime is the introduction of a' modified form of Gayers system, this has been 
introduced in the United Provinces and is working very successfully. This 
connot be done until funds are provided to send some of our investigating 
officers for a course -of instruction; 

Housebreaking Cattle, 

S3 cases were reported during the 3 7 ear, as against 81 in the last year. 
17 were pending from last year. The police therefore had to deal with 100 
cases. All of those were investigated. 15 were ehallaned, 72 remained 
untraced, 2 expunged and ll remained under police enquiry at the end of 
the year. Of the cases ehallaned 1 1 were convicted, 3 acquitted, and action! 
under section 512 C. P. C. was taken in one Case. 

27 persons were arrested. Of those 24 were ehallaned and 3 it ere 
felenscd by the police. Of those ehallaned 18 were convicted, 1 died dfter 
challan and 5 were acquitted. 

My experience is that crime under this head is not always faithfully 
reported and in a great many instances thefts of cattle are recorded as' 
strays, the police are however not wholly responsible for this, the agricul- 
tural classes are loath to report cases, in cases of recoveries which would 
involve them in a court case and unless they are given greater facilities in 
the way of special diet allowance for witnesses and Cattle in cOurt trials we : 
cannot expect improvements. 

Theft: 

324 cases were reported during the year against 249 in the last year. 
10 cases were pending from last year. The police therefore dealt with 334 
cases. Of those 255 were enquired into and 79 remained uninvestigated. 
Of the cases investigated 143 were ehallaned 60 remained untraced, 3 9 
expunged and 13 remained pending investigation by the police. Of those 
ehallaned 119 ended in conviction, 3 acquitted, 1 compounded, action tyidcr 
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section 512 0. P. C. Was taken in 6 cases and 14 were pending enquiry in 
the court at tlie end of the year. ' 

183 persons were arreBted. Of those 174 were challaned and'9 were 
released by the police. Of those challaned 146 were convicted, 6 acquitted* 
1 died after challan, and 21 were awaiting trial in the court at the end of 
the year. 


Cattle theft. 

158 cases were reported during the year against 95 in the last yean 32 
cases were pending from last year. The police therefore had to deal with 
190 cases. Of these,188 cases were investigated and in 2 cases investigation 
Was refused. Of those investigated 66 were challaned, *7 rcinained untraced, 
3 5 expunged and 20 remained pending investigation by the police. 


Of those challaned 48 ended in conviction, 1G acquitted, action under 
section 512 C. P. C. was taken in 3 cases and 9 remained pending enquiry in 
the court. 


114 persons were arrested, 100 of those were challaned, 9 released by the 
police and 5 remained pending investigation. Of those challaned 68 were 
convicted, 16 acquitted, 12 retnained awaiting trial at the end of the year; and 
4 were under arrest in other States. The same remarks apply to this class of 
crime as under housebreaking. 


Registered Miscellaneous Cases. 

243 cases were reported during the year against 300 in the last yeaf. 
There were 39 eases pending froxn last year. Thepolice therefore dealt with 
282 cases. Of' those 195 were challaned, IS un traced, 50 expunged and 
19 remained pending investigation. Of those challaned 123 were convicted* 
18 compounded, 17 acquitted, 3 expunged and action under section 612 
C. P. C was taken in 15 cases and 19 remained pending in court. 


. . . 

355 persons Were arrested. Of those 326 Were challaned, 24 released by 
the police and 5 remained pending investigation. Of those challaned 189 
received conviction, 80 were acquitted, 54 were awaiting trial at the close 
of the year. 2 were under arrest in other States and 1 died after challan. 


Noncognizable cases. 

220 cases were reported 'during the year against 199 iast year! There 
were 30 cases pending from last year. ,The police there fore enquired into 



250 cases. 209 of those were sent up with C. S. A'.', 2 remainednn traced, and 
7 remained pending investigation with the police. Of those challaned 162 
were convicted, 1 compounded, 1G acquitted, 2 oxpnnged, and 6 made over 
to other States and action under section 512 C. P. C. was taken in 9 cases 
and 13 remained pending trial at the end of the year. 

4 54 persons were arrested. Of these 416 were challaned, 30 were relea- 
sed by the police and S remained under investigation. Of those challaned 
354 received conviction, 33 acquitted, 18 were pending trial in the court, 9 
were mode over to other States. 1 died after challan and 1 escaped from 
Judicial Lock-up. 

Budget. ■> 

A sum of Bs 1,39,40S/- was sanctioned for 1334 Pasli without giving 
auy consideration to the police requirements and as a result a sum of Bs 
4,500/- was asked for from His Highness to meet the pay of the force at the 
endof the year and a sum ofBs G00/-/2 were taken from P. W. D. and 
State Council. So the police expended Bs 1,44,508/- /2 in the last year and 
this has been the minimum expenditure in past years. I have made a repre- 
sentation to His Highness for an increase in the budget for .Bs .13,000/- 
which is under consideration. 


Buildings . 

The buildings started in past years have not yet been completed owing 
to the want of funds, as the sum allotted, Bs- 700/- in the budget does not 
suffice for the annual rainy season repairs of police stations. A rough 
estimate for buildings as noticed from records and reports received from 
police officers is for Rs. 5,978/- and unless this sum is granted in addition to 
the budget the building programme cannot be completed. I will submit a 
detailed report about police buildings when 1 have completed a tour of all 
the parganas. 

Finger Print Work. 

51 S Finger Print Slips were prepared during the year (1st January 1927 
to 31st October 1927) and 26G Search Slips were sent to Bureanx concerned 
for trace. Of these 1GS were of Criminal Tribes and 98 others. Of those 
sent 239 have been received back after trace and 27 are still awaited. Of 
those received 14S were of Criminal Tribes and 91 of others. 20 of Criminal 
tribes and 7 of others were still awaited from Bureau at the end of the year. 
OfLlSof Criminal Tril cs G2 wore traced and SG remained untraced. Of 
91 of others 19 were traced and 72 remained untrae'ed,

z truck off. Xone died in Jail.

On ISfcli December '1927, C!;I. Madhopershad of Finger Print Bureau, 
Abu, inspected Finger Print work and hasfovourably reported, Subinspeotor 
Finger Print toured and inspected the Pargana' Finger Print work. 

71 Search Slips of Criminal Tribes settled in. Tonk and of C. T. have 
'been prepared and sent to Abu for trace and entry in Criminal Tribes 
Register. Subiuspector Nazir Ahmad .Peg who, is responsible for the work 
;Under this head is to be congratulated oh the results obtained. In addition 
:to doing his work most satisfactorily, he has instructed over 60 men in 
Finger Print work and his energies have not finished here, he is now hold- 
ing regular classes for literate and illiterate constables and members of the 
.Judicial, Municipal and Mai departments. . 

Criminal Tribes. 

The detailed .report on 'Criminal Tribes has already been submitted to the 
•State Council Took under this office No: 755 dated 3rd April 192S, but I 
.am not quite satisfied about the supervision of members of Criminal Tribes 
in some of the settlements and would like to see the various small settle- 
ments broken up and replaced by one settlement which could be properly 
.controlled from Headquarters. 


Discipline and Pteicards. 

The sanctioned strength of the force was 51 Subinspectors, 7 7 Keadeous- 
4ables and 732 constables; of this number 2 Subinspectors, 3 Pleadconstables 
,an 53 constables were disnvssed and 25 Subinspectors, 41 Headconstables 
and 17U constables were punished either departuieatilly or judicially. Rs- 
223/- were giviu in rewards to members of the force, most of this was given 
to Subinspectors and senior officers and a very small percentage fell to the 
lot of the rank and file, the question of reward to the latter for good work 
pud detection is receiving my personal attention. 


Conclusion. 

Ail the Superintendents have worked cheerfully and zealously; the}' must, 
however, pay much more attention lo the investigation work of station 
officers, who are I find very casual about the submission of special diaries. 
They muss not permit investigation to hang on for months unless there are 
special reasons for it. The inspection of police stations is also one of their 
chief duties aud i:i future I will take strong exception to any officer - , either 
Superintendent or Circle Inspector, failing to inspect the police station of 
Ilia circle as is required by regulations. The matter of holding up papers 
and reports for months must cease. 1 have given all officers sufficient warn- 
ing about this and I hope I will not have any further cause of complaint.
